last Sunday after they were defeated 1-0 by the 
Adelaide Sharks. 

The Glory boys final four opponents are 
Marconi (currently 6th), South Melbourne (1st), 
Wollongong City (4th) and Canberra (14th), and 
will need to win at least three to have any 
chance of qualifying. 

Alex Duric headed home the winning goal 
from a fifth minute Richie Alagich corner. 
Substitute Ernie Tapai replaced Vas 
Kalogeracos for the second-half to inject life 
into a strangely indifferent midfield, but while 
his presence alongside fellow Socceroo Troy 
Halpin certainly raised the tempo, the front-line 
were out of luck when it came to finding the 
Sharks net. 

Newcastle Breakers maintained their recent 
good fortune by drawing 0-0 with Adelaide City 
at Topper Stadium. 

Both sides had their chances, but it was 
Zebras’ striker Damian Mori who actually found 
the net in the dying minutes, only to be harshly 
judged offside when just three metres out. 

UTS Olympic are fast becoming serious play- 
off contenders following a nail-biting 3-2 win 
over Carlton at the Belmore Sports Ground.

Leaders South Melbourne edged further 
away from their rivals following a 1-1 draw with 
league doormats Canberra Cosmos at Bruce 
Stadium. Vaughan Coveny broke the deadlock 
in the 32nd minute for the Melbourne club, but 
Canberra secured a share of the points when 
Gordon Hunter volleyed in the equaliser sec- 
onds before the interval. 

It was the first game for Canberra coach Rale 
Rasic after the dismissal of Branko Culina, who 
is now heading for UTS Olympic.

ARCONI Fairfield’s visit to Perth Oval 

last year attracted the fourth highest 
national league attendance for a home and 
away fixture when 17,582 filed through the 
gates to witness a 1-1 all draw. 

Another bumper crowd is expected today 
as both sides launch a final effort to claim a 
spot in the top six. 

Anyone looking at the league table would 
quickly think that Glory are well out of the 
running with only four games remaining but 
making the top six is quite achievable if the 
results are in Glory’s favour.

BLAIR PUSHES FOR 2006 
WORLD CUP 


Prime Minister Tony Blair is making a big 
noise in ensuring the World Cup in 2006 will 
return to England, 40 years after the nation’s 
memorable victory at Wembley against West 
Germany. Blair met the president of FIFA two 
weeks ago at 10 Downing Street, and discus- 
sions were reportedly in favour of England suc- 
ceeding in their bid. Joao Havelange was even 
quoted as saying they (England) had a “big 
chance”. The following points were empha- 
sised to Havelange: That England is the home 
of football, Euro 96 was successfully organised, 
English grounds were “now the finest in the 
world”, Wembley is about to undergo a sub- 
stantial upgrade, match-day atmosphere is 
unique due to there being no fences and that 
the country is a significant tourist destination. 
Meanwhile, the British government is telling 
their many French bound fans to stay at home 
if they do not have tickets. “If you don't have 
tickets for the World Cup finals, do not go” said 
their Sports Minister Tony Banks. “The French 
police have very strict rules about ticket-tout- 
ing, so don’t try and risk it” Banks said.

thought you may be interested in some 
recent developments in WA Soccer. 

You will not be aware of this but when | was 
much younger (and fitter!) than | am today | had 
a certain amount of soccer ability which 
enabled me to be selected for Yorkshire 
Schoolboys and then signed a three year con- 
tract to play professional soccer for Leeds 
United from 1967 to 1970. Unfortunately a seri- 
ous knee injury put paid to a career with what 
then was the most feared team in England and 
one of the best in Europe. 

Whilst at the club | was fortunate to partake 
in two youth team tours to Europe and to trai 
and play alongside such as the late Bil 
Bremner, Johnny Giles, Alan Clarke, Eddie Gra 
and Peter Lorimer. The legendary Don Revi 
was the manager during these years, he later 
became England manager, but unfortunately 
Don also passed on a number of years ago. 

Since then | have been in touch with the club 
at regular intervals and on my most recent trip 
over Christmas was fortunate enough to be 
appointed as the Talent Scout in Western 
Australia for Leeds United. | have also been 
given the responsibility of setting up a Youth 
Development Academy here in Western 
Australia. 

The club chosen is Forrestfield United, one 
of the most successful junior clubs in the state. 
This association has now been confirmed with 
the appointment of a Director of Coaching, Mr 
Bill McBride, who has been the State 12's 
Coach for the past two years, and the recruit- 
ment of a number of high quality coaches and 
players to the club. 

The club this year will field approximately 21 
junior teams from the ages of 7 to 16, and will 
have advanced coaching and skill development 
for a selected group of approximately 15-18 in 
an Elite Coaching Squad, some of these players 
may well be playing for other clubs but will be 
welcome to enhance their skills at these ses- 
sions. 

We will be following a coaching package 
supplied to us by the Leeds United Youth 
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Development Academy, which along with the 
Manchester United Youth Academy, are the two 
most respected in the Premier Division. The FA 
Youth Cup for Under 18s has in fact been won 
by Leeds United twice in the past four seasons, 
and they are through to the 6th Round this year. 

Our goal is to produce a player good 
enough to be signed by Leeds United within 
five years. 

This is another very exciting opportunity for 
young soccer players here in the West, along 
with another Premier Division team recently 
established in the northern suburbs. 

We were given a personal tour of the Leeds 
United Training Camp and Youth Development 
Academy at Thorp Arch by my old team mate 
Eddie Gray, who is now the reserve team coach 
and a former manager of Leeds United. The 
tour included a visit to the changing rooms, 
medical rooms, gym, laundry/kit rooms, office 
block and accommodation block where the 
younger players stay, all their rooms have Sky 
TV and computers. We were introduced to all 
the players, the favourite of Matthew and Claire 
of course being Harry Kewell, our Australian 
International, the manager George Graham 
and all the training staff. After we watched the 
first team train the children were presented 
with an autographed soccer ball and they also 
had a Leeds United shirt personally signed by 
all the players. After this we were treated to 
lunch with the players and were then invited 
guests for the home match against Sheffield 
Wednesday. 

As you can imagine this was a trip of a life- 
time for the children with the additional thrill of 
Matthew, who is a State Under 12 player, play- 
ing for the Leeds United Under 13s v Everton 
Under 13s, where he performed very well.

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MARCONI FAIRFIELD — 


—f Brief Histery By ANDREW HOWE 


A A general meeting in 1956 proud Italian 
immigrant Oscar Michelini moved that the 
social club of which he was founding member 
should adopt the official name “Club Marconi of 
Bossley Park Social Recreation and Sporting 
Centre Limited”. 

The name Marconi was in recognition of the 
great Italian Guglielne Marconi, who invented 
wireless transmission and in the five years till 
1962 a small tin shed meeting room where the 
Marconi club was baptised developed into a 
significant faculty. 

The club now owns the 22 acres of land sur- 
rounding the social club, situated in Bossley 
Park, in the Fairfield region of western Sydney. 

Marconi's first soccer representation came 
about in 1959 in the form of a youth team. The 
first Marconi senior side came into being in 
1961, where competing in the NSW amateur 
championship, the club won the NSW amateur 
league by eights points. Not to mention being 
victorious in the 1961 Amateur Cup! 

Marconi quickly rose to prominence and in 
1971 was accepted into the NSW state league, 
then considered the pinnacle of Australian club 
soccer. The coach at this time was Les 
Scheinflug (currently the Australian youth team 
coach). 

From the onset of the National League in 
1977 Marconi have regularly been considered 
pace-setters of the competition. 

The club came agonisingly close to securing 
the league's first league championship, only to 
be pipped at the post by Sydney City on the last 
day of the season on goal difference. In these 
days it was the ‘minor’ premier who were the 
champions of the A-league. 

At the end of the 1978 season, supporters 
were wondering if they were ever going to get 
the championship trophy because after 13 
rounds Marconi were six points in front of their 
closest challengers and fad not lost a game. 
Yet the team finished up fourth and had lost 
eight games! 

But the Marconi faithful did not have to wait 
much longer. Marconi were national champions 
in 1979, making mathematically sure of the title 
after defeating arch rivals Sydney Olympic with 
one game of the season in hand. 

Marconi’s real golden era started in the late 
1980s. After Frank Farina was the national 
league's top scorer in both of his two seasons at 
Marconi (1987 and 1988), Marconi made three 
grand final appearances in a row. The 1988 
grand final went to Marconi 5-4 on penalties

Marconi's record-equalling fourth cham- 
pionship was secured in 1993 with a 1-0 win 
over Adelaide City. 

Marconi’s expectant pi peiiale think that four 
years without a championship is too long, and in 
1997 secured the services of Australia’s most 
credentialled coach Zoran Matic. One of only 
three teams to have competed in every season 
of the Natioanl League, Marconi holds the 
record for the most goals (1021 at the start of 
the 1997-98 season) and the number of pre- 
mierships (four). Such high standards alone 
ensures that the club will go close again this 
season.

The Glory however, had two strong 
chances to clinch maximum points seven 
minutes from full-time when a Despotovski 
header crashed into an upright and substi- 
tute Doug Ithier returned the rebound onto 
the same post from close-range. 


A. defeating Marconi a week earlier 
at Marconi Stadium under the watchful 
eye of Australia’s new coach Terry Venables, 
Perth Glory were content to settle for a 
draw this time around in front of the biggest 
crowd of the season. 

The Stallions suffered a set-back even 
before a ball had been kicked, when Bob 
Catlin received an injury during the previous 
day's training, and were subsequently 
forced to rush over reserve goalkeeper Les 
Pogliacomi.

Was the Referee correct? 

After the last home game many people, 
including commentators who have played 
the game at the highest level, asked was the 
referee correct in awarding a penalty to 
Perth Glory when the ball was up near the 
halfway line? 

While | would not generally comment on a 
referee's performance, | believe, in the inter- 
est of the game, clarification of that decision 
is warranted. 

First of all | would say that the referee did 
extremely well to see the offence in the first 
place, as it occurred behind the play, and it 
was experience or instinct that made him 
look back at the player getting up. The No 5 
of Gippsland Falcons in getting up inten- 
tionally, in my opinion and of course the ref- 
eree’s opinion, stamped on No 17 of Perth 
Glory. The referee having seen the incident 
stopped play and correctly sent the offender 
off, it is then a question of how to restart the 
game. 

Law 12 - Fouls and Misconduct reads 
among other things: 

Direct Free Kick 

A direct free kick is awarded to the oppos- 
ing team if a player commits any of the fol- 
lowing six offences in a manner considered 
by the referee to be careless, reckless or 
using excessive force: 

e Kicks or attempts to kick an opponent, 

° trips or attempts to trip an opponent, 

e jumps at an opponent, 

e strikes or attempts to strike an oppo- 

nent, 

e pushes an opponent. 

A direct free kick is also awarded to the 
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opposing team if a player commits any of 
the following four offences: 

e tackles an opponent to gain posses- 
sion of the ball, making contact with 
the opponent before touching the ball, 

e holds an opponent, 

e spits on an opponent, 

e handles the ball deliberately (except 
for the goalkeeper within his own 
penalty area). 

Penalty Kick 

A penalty kick is awarded if any of the 
aforementioned offences is committed by a 
player inside his own penalty area, irrespec- 
tive of the position of the ball, provided it is 
in play. 

In the above incident the player kicked the 
opponent, inside his own penalty area while 
the ball was in play. The referee was, there- 
fore, quite correct in the decision he gave. 

Thank You 

Referees like players thrive on crowds and 
you at Perth Glory are the best crowd in the 
land. Your endearment to the referees has 
been great, especially on the “Hill”, or at 
least you have recognised that their physical 
stature is better than that of opposing goal- 
keepers and in some games it has been as 
late as the last five minutes before you have 
questioned the referee's parentage or sexual 


- habits. Let me say that not all refereeing 


decisions this season have been correct 
because, believe it or not referees are 
human and humans make errors but at this 
level mistakes in interpretation should be 
and were minimal. 

As this is the last programme for this sea- 
son may | thank you for the opportunity of 
giving the whistleblowers’ point of view. 
Looking to next year | would be pleased to 
address any areas on the laws of the game 
that you may need clarification on, why not 
let the editor know. Don't forget that your 
support and better still your involvement is 
still required at the local leagues.

Credit also must go to our keeper Tony Franken 
who thwarted several Archie Thompson goalscor- 
ing opportunities in the last minutes. 

It isn't over until the final whistle goes ... as 
Gippsland Falcons found out a fortnight ago.

The Gunners were left with the unenviable task 
of beating mighty Liverpool 2-0 on home turf if 
they were to edge out the Reds and snatch the 
trophy from the grasp of the favourites in full view 
of Liverpool's fanatical supporters on the ‘Kop’. All 
and sundry were convinced that Kenny Daglish 
and his team were about to clinch yet another tro- 
phy, George Graham's Arsenal though would beg 
to differ. 

Few believed the Gunners had much of a 
chance ... to beat Liverpool by a margin of 2-0 at 
Anfield just wasn’t on the cards ... a case of mis- 
sion impossible if ever there was one! 

Arsenal had proved in the past to be a difficult 
side to beat at the best of times, true they were 
well coached and showed plenty of grit and 
resilience, but this match was seen by and large as 
something that was well beyond them. Emotions 
were running high on Merseyside, and Liverpool 
had become invincible in their Anfield fortress. 

Prior to the big game George Graham got hold 
of his Arsenal squad and during the team pep talk 
he tried to instil into them a feeling of passion, a 
feeling of belief, and most importantly a feeling of 
pride.

WOMEN’S SOCCER SHINES 


HILE all the early signs have shown a consid- 

erable jump in playing numbers in both the 
WA Amateur Association (WAASSA), and the 
Junior Soccer Association, the Women’s associa- 
tion can likewise boast a healthy membership for 
the 1998 season. 

Dani Hyland, the publicity officer for Women’s 
Soccer WA (WSWA), said that it is highly likely they 
will have over 1000 players on their books this sea- 
son, in four divisions and a youth league. 

Healthway gives support to women’s soccer by 
providing funds to help with all of their pro- 
grammes, namely a soccer academy program and 
a High Performance Centre for the elite girl ath- 
letes. And now they have a bigger incentive to do 
well this year with the announcement by the 
national body that they intend to start an under-19 
national youth team. 

WA has seen some talented girls in the past like 
Sandra Brentnall from the 1970s who was recently 
inducted into the WA Soccer Hall of Champions, 
the late Anna Senjuschenko from the same era, 
Sharon Mateljan, Lisa Miles and Michelle 
Matthews. 

More recently, there has been the likes of Penny 
fanner, who is now their Development Officer, 
Cheryl Salisbury (who plays in the Japanese Pro- 
league with a club that goes by the cute name of 
Takarazuka Bunnies), 16-year-old rising star Tal 
Carp and Fremantle United goalkeeper Tracey 
Wheeler who is sometimes called upon to attend 
to the physiotherapy duties for the Perth Glory 
opponents. Both Salisbury and Wheeler have fea- 
tured with the ‘Matilda's’ national team, and are 
currently participating in an Olympic Athletes 
Programme that is preparing players for Sydney 
2000. 

Meanwhile, courtesy of WSWA, there are girls 
from the 8-14 years Soccer Fun Clinic that are here 
as ball-girls for today’s game. The four week long 
clinic is being run at both Percy Doyle Reserve, 
Duncraig and Gibbney Reserve Maylands.

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THE FANS’ HERO 


T TOOK Vas Kalogeracos only 180 sec- 
onds to show the Perth Oval fans that he 
was back to what he does best — scoring 
goals. 

The third minute strike against 
Newcastle Breakers last month literally 
brought the house down when he neatly 
poked the ball between the legs of goal- 
keeper Brad Swancott to give Glory an 
early lead. 

Unfortunately Glory lost the encounter 
4-3, but the presence of Kalogeracos was 
something the fans had been wanting for 
a long time. 

Last season he hit the net 12 times, 
including the first-ever Glory hat-trick, 
from 23 appearances to endear himself to 
the fans. 

The Glory bought Kalogeracos from 
English first division club, Stockport 
County, for a nominal fee last month, and 
so far the stocky striker has notched two 
goals in four games. 

“It's good to be back with Glory for the 
next two seasons and | hope to emerge a 
better player during that time,” 
Kalogeracos said. 

So it looks likely that Kalogeracos, who 
had his 23rd birthday yesterday, has put a 
temporary halt to a life of jet-setting 
around the globe — something he has 
done for the past eight years. 

In 1991, Kalogeracos was a member of 
the Australian under-17 Joey's side that 
took part in the World Cup in Italy. Also in 
the squad were Glory’s Anthony Carbone, 
Craig Moore, Paul Agostino and Paul Dee. 

The Joey's won its group but fell 2-1 to 
Argentina, the eventual third placed coun- 
try, in the quarter-finals. 
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In the build-up to the 1993 World Youth 
Championships in Australia, Kalogeracos 
travelled extensively in South America and 
the Far East in a series of warm-up match- 
es. 


But after the final game in Hong Kong, 
he was dealt a bitter blow by being omit- 
ted from the final squad. 


“The squad had to be cut back, so out 
went Goran Lozanovski, Paul Dee and 
myself — it was a great disappointment,” 
Kalogeracos said. 


Not to be deterred, Kalogeracos then 
set his sights on breaking into the English 
league the following year and joined 
Birmingham City but before too long he 
was loaned out to Vauxhall Conference 
club Stevenage Borough and then on to 
Irish club Waterford. 


At Stockport last year, Kalogeracos had 
mixed results before an injury kept him out 
of the team. 


“I did really well early in the piece and 


- played a number of first team games and 


coming off the bench in others. But after 
recovering from an injury, | just could not 
win my place back,” he said. 


Kalogeracos sees the future of Glory 
being a bright one and would not be sur- 
prised if success is just around the corner. 


"There's about a dozen of us signed up 
with Glory until 2000 and a lot will rest on 
our shoulders. We have a lot to prove to 
our loyal fans,” he said. 


Indeed, and if future players show the 
commitment to that of Kalogeracos, then 
Glory’s golden age will arrive sooner 
rather than later.
